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GLEICHEN WINS IN ALFALFA. 


Professor Fairfield, Superintendent of the Gov- 
ernment Experimental Farm Awards 
Gileichen Ist, 2nd and oth Prizes 


THAT alfalfa ie destined to be one of the leading crops in the 
Canadian Pacific irrigation block in the Bow Valley is indicated by the 
results in the C. P. R. alfalfa competition,in which $750 insprize money 
was awarded. Professor W. H. Fairfield, superintendent of the Domin- 
ion experimental farm at Lethbridge, who judged the fields has just 
announced the following prize winners : 

1—J. R. Allgood, Gleichen. 

2—M. Bollinger, Gleichen. , 
3—R. Page, Strangmuir. 

4—M. Williams, Cheadle 

5—J. Rouche, Gleichen 

This competition was inaugurated last summer with the idea of 
stimulating the growth of alfalfa in the irrigation block. Five prizes 
ranging from $250 to $50, were offered for the beat stands of the fodder 
to he judged this fall. There were no less than forty-three entries in the 
contest, and all, according to Professor Fairfield exhibited fields of which 
farmers of the older recognized alfalfa districts would be proud. Arrange- 
ments are being made to bring the winners to Calgary during the latter 
part of this month, and at that time with appropriate ceremonies the 
prizes will be presented. i 

Bverything in ¢onneativcir with tHe itidyatil fod Jas been conse 
ingly gratifying, not duly to the Canadian Pacific, but also to: the lead- 
‘ing agrioulturists of the province. Probably the most important result 
is the absolute proof that alfalfa will produce fine stands in the-district 
affected, which gives assurance that in the near future the section east of 
Calgary will be one of the leading dairying districts of Western Canada. 
Wherever farmers of the{States have beem able to grow alfalfa, even on 
land several times as high in price as that in the irrigation block, they 
have grown wealthy. For some years this fodder has been one of the 
stiple crops of the Lethbridge irrigation district, and now the irrigation 
block has attained a firm place in the raising of the crop.j 

‘Sone of Professor Fuirfield’s comments on the question are ‘both 
interesting and instructive. ‘'I must confess’’, he suid, ‘that I have 
been impressed with the results obtained from the contest. I inspected 
forty-three fields, and with the possible exception of three or four they 
were all put in with the greatest care and were in excellent condition. 

‘Intelligent irrigation is going to help the plants a good deal, for 
from my observations on this trip I learned that in almost every case 
where the older fields of alfulfu were thriving they had been irrigated 
more or less. In connection with these prizes I wish tesay that I believe 
more has been accomplished than could have been done in spending the 
money in almostany other way, The progressive farmers have been 
appealed to, and now these fields are well distributed over the western 
section of the irrigation block.’’ 

The Bonsante Panne has no idea of allowing their interest in 
these plots to Janguish, and has under consideration fur next summer 
another list of prizes, competition to be limited to the, fields already 
entered; while it is not unlikely that in addition prizes will be offered 
for more new fields.

Facts About Penny Postage 

England was the first country to 
introduce penny postage for domestic 
letters, Sir Rowland Hill was the 
author of the penng-post system, 
which soon spread to other countries, 
as he was also the originator of the 
money order system and _ post-office 
savings banks. The uniform rate of 
one penny per letter for half an ounce | 
weight was put into effect in 1840. 
Before that time postage rates in Eng: | 
land*had varied with the distance, ex- | 
cept that in in 1839 a trial had been | 
given of a uniform rate of four pence 
per letter.” Stamped covers were in- 
troduced in 1840, and half-penny post- 
al cards were issued in 1870. Street} 
letter boxes were first used in Eng- 
land in 1855. 

In the United States the post- of- 
fice department was much slower in 
attaining domestic penr, or two-cent 
postage. In 1845 the postage rate 
on letters was from five to ten cents, 
according to distance, and {t was not 
until 1855 that the rate was Yreduced 
to three cents for distances under 
8,000 miles. A uniform three-cent 
rate was adopted in 1863, and a two- 
cent rate in 1875. One of the first 
steps toward an interhational penny 
post was taken when the United 
States entered into agreements with 
Canada and Mexico whereby the two- 
cent letter rate was made to apply to 
those countries. Cuba, Panama and 
the city of Shanghai, China, and later 
Great Britain and Germany, now have 
postal conventions with the United 
States providing for a letter rate of 
two cents per ounce, There has 
been a great deal of agitation for a 
one-cent leter rate in the United 
States of late years, but in most re- 
spects the United States lags behind 
Suropean nations in the matter of 
postal reforms. At the present time 
the postage rate on parcels from any 
point in the United States to Japan 
China, Austria, France, Germany, 
Great Britain, Sweden and other for- 
eign countries is twelve cents per 
pound while the rate is sixteen cents 
per pound for a parcel mailed and de- 
livered in the same city of the United 
States, 

While Switzerland has taken the 
lead in the movement for a worl pen- 
ny postage it is expected that the 
chambers of commerce of all the lead- 
ing nations will fall in behind and 
will bring great influence to bear on 
the coming conference of the Univer- 
sal Postal Union,

ROTHENBURG, 


An Ancient City That Is Still Stately 
and Fascinating. 


For a thousand years Hasednlite | 
has been a city. For more than 500 
years it was a free sity of the em- 
pire. It is not like those 
towns which, ‘through centuries of 
strife, prese rved their entity through 
being huddled near the base of some 
castle. It is not like those towns that 
were protected by powerful princes, 
for it has maintained itself by its 
own unaided sturdiness. If great 
barons came to Rothenburg they came 
to receive protection, not to give it, 
or else they came to be entertained 
with the lavish open handedness that 
made the city a place to which erm. 
perors themselves found pleasure in 
resorting, 

By crusaders and pilgrims Rothen- 
burg was held in affectionate regard, 
not only for its generous hos pitality, 
but because, seen from the river, it 
bore a striking resemblance to Jeru- 
salem. But there was order in those 
times of turbulence, and in an old 
old house used by Palestine’s pilgrims 
and still known as Pilgrims’ House 
there is an ancient stone, ber aring 
upon it an ancient earving of a hand 
and a hatchet, with the ominous in- 
scription, “He 
house shall have his hand eut off.” 

Yet since those early days the town 


has been comparatively forgotten, 
Even yet it has not become a haunt 
of the tourist and the traveler, al- 
though each year a few visitors AREA 
there, bringing back tales of t city 
that ‘out-Nurnbergs Nitra bare; tt is 
easily reached, being on a little 


branch line from the 


railway between 
Frankfort 


and Manich 


It is a place where the sightseer 
cannot go wrong, for everywhere is 
fascination. There are both stateli- 


ness and beauty. There are towering 


houses with crisscrossed fronts. 
There are deep dungeons under the 
Rathhaus, reached by stairways drip- 


ping with moisture, into which not a 
ray of light can enter, and in one of 
these dungeons some five centuries 
igo the men ‘of Rothenburg placed 
the burgomaster who, more than any 
other in the ng burgomasterial line, 
give to the city power and wealth 
and prosperity. But they charged 
him with conspiring with the em. 
peror and not only gave him no 
light, but edged their animosity py 
deliberately giving him no food. Ut 
is in all a fiercely dramatic story, for 
triends who were still faithful tun- 
neled to the cell and madly cut 
through its prodigious wall and reach- 
ed the prisoner, but only to find him 
vead,

burgomasters with more considera- 
tion. Hach burgomaster is chosen 
for three years, and at the end of 


that time he is either elected for lile 
or gives place to a successor. But-an 
election for life does not» give un- 
checked power, for it is @ simple 
Matter with these townsfolk, if they 
chosen «mayor, to make 
“so crazy with vexation,’> as it 
ed to me, thet he-dy glad 
resign and accept the pension that 
they palliatively offer.

The intimation of the English suf- 
fragettes that they may come to Can- 
ada and inaugurate here practices sim- 
ilar to those that in the Old Country 
have annoyed their opponents without 
furthering their own cause, has evi- 
dently led our Federal Government to 
consider the proposed invasion, judg- 
ing from the reports from ‘Ottawa, an- 
| nouncing that the suffragettes will be 
barred out as undesirables. 

The immigration laws as well as the 
public domain, fall within the juris- 
diction of the Department of the In- 
terior, and jt, therefore will be the 
officers of this Department who will 
have to stand on the wharves of our 
Atlantic ports and along our southern 
frontier and turn back the militant 
advocates of “votes for. women.” 

Possibly a suffragette with a record

KEY TO NAVAL PROBLEM HELD 
BY CANADA 


As Canada Holds 90 Per Cent. of re 
Nickel Product for the World's 


Armor Plate, Should Export be Pro-| 
hibited, the Result Would be Decay 
of Nickel Steel Industry of Europe. | 
Ottawa.--It has just bean discover: ; 


the European naval problem, states 
w leading article in Conservation, the 
bulletin of the Commission of Conser- 
vation of the Dominion government. 

When Schneider in 1889 introduced 
the use of steel and nickel in tie 
manufacture of steel armor plates he 
little realized that he was placing in} 
Canada’s hands a means for maintain: | 
ing the peace of the world. 

Battleships without, nickel steel 
armor would be utterly helpless be- 
fore modern guns. If nickel were 
no longer obtainable, armor construc 
tion would go back a quarter of a cen- 
tury. 

Canada today produces about nine- 
ty per cent. of the world’s supply of 
nickel, Practically all of the re 
mainder comes from New Caledonis, 
an island in the southwestern Pact 
fic controlled by France. 

, In 1910, the value of nickel ore and 
matter exported from Canada to the 
United States was approximately $2%,- 
450,000. As the only refineries in 
America are in the United States, 
nearly six-sevenths of the Canadian 
nickel was refined to the south of the 
border. The refining process raised 
the value of the Canadian ore to near- 
Jy $12,000,000, The major portion of 
this refined nickel is used in the man- 
ufacture of nickel steel. i 

Consequently if Canada were to pro- 
hibit the export of nickel, the nickel 
stec] industry of Europe would fall in- 
to decay. and high grade armor, plate 
for battleships would be an impossi- 
bility. 

Naturally such a course would be 
a bit hard on the Canadian nickel pro- 
ducers, but then see what it would 
do to the world’s expenditure on na- 
vies, 

In these times of wars and rumors 
of wars it is assuring to know that 
Canada possesses such a potent weap- 
on making for the world's peace. 


Architects Are Asked for Plans 


Ottawa.>The architects of Canada 
and the Empire are to be Invited to 
tubmit plans for a new departmetnal 
building or group‘of buildings to be 
constructed along the bank of the 
Ottawa river west of the Parliament} 
Buildings. 

The land has been acquired by the! 
Government, and the former owners 
are own being settled with by the 
agreement or arbitration. 

Space is urgently demanded by the 
departments of the Government In 
Ottawa. which have been scattered 
through the office buildings of the city 
in an effort to find room for them. 

The Inte Government was about to 
erect a big official building on Sussex 
Street, but before a contract could be 
let they lo.: authority to close the 
bargain. 

Some years ago the Liberal Govern- 
ment had a competition among archi- 
tects ifor : departmental building. 

The prizes ran up into the thou- 
sands, and most of the architects of 
Canada cempeted. The results were 
‘disappointing. Of a score of plans 
submitted. three were awarded prizes, 
but none thought good enough to build 
from. 

It is stated that Canadian architec- 
ture has made great -progress since 
that time and that such a comneti- 
tion today would produce some splen- 
did designs. 

It is probable that the first prize 
will be $25,000, and the competition 
would be limited to architects and 
architectural firms of Canada and 
Great Britain, =

The prospects are that the amount} 
shipped out of the province before 
the close of navigation will be less; 
than 8,000,008 bushels or one-third of 
the crop. 

The conditions in Alberta this year 
have been very favorable to the grain 
growers. 

Grain has been harvested a little} 
earlier than last year, and although; 
threshing operations have been some-, 
what delayed in the past few days, 
this is only\a temporary handicap, and 
will not interfere seniously with the 
preparations of the grain for an early 
market, 

In quality the crop is uniformly ex- 
cellent, 

The grade will be considerably 
higher than last year and in many 
districts the yield surpasses that of 
1911, 

There is no doubt now of the phy- 
tical impossibility of the transporta- 
tion of half of the crop out of the 


country under the present conditions: 


Last year only 7,000,000 bushels 


were shipped out before the close of 


navigation. 
The movement up to date this year 
is considerably less than that of the 


fame period last year. 


Up to July 10, 1912, the amount of 
Alberta grain marketed totalled 25,- 
154,000 bushels. 

Of this 8,173,000 bushels were mar- 
keted before the close of navigation 
in 1911 but only 7,000,000. bushels 
were moved,

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TECHNICAL EDUCATION 


Dr. John Robertson Gives a Very In- 

" structive Address Before the Canad- 
jan Manufacturere—Splendid Sys- 
tem Established in City of Edin- 
burgh. 


Ottawa — Vigorously condemning 
the use of any but safety matches for 
use in the homes, and claiming that 
to nse matches that can be lighted 
finywhere, too often the lives of chil- 
dren in the home are in great danger, 
Wrankling H. Wentworth, of Boston, 
president of the National Fire Protect- 
ive Association, delivered a foreeful 
address before the Canadian Manufac- 
turers’ delegates at a smoker held in 
the parliamentary restaurant tonight 
He said that the assoclation of which 
he was the head was doing a splen- 
did, work and was doing much to en- 
courage fire prevention, giving many 
examples, 

Some of the supreme advantages 
manufacturers especially can derive 
from a system of technical education 
were outlined in an address that made 
@ deep impression on his hearers giv- 
en by Dr. James Robertson, chairman 
of the technical education commis-

He told the delegates what Cincin- 
hati, Ohio, and Fitshburg, Masa., were 


doing to train apprentices and even }, 


superintendents and engineers in fac- 
tories to become more skilful in their 
trades, In those cities the manu- 
facturers have collaborated with edu- 
cational experts on a co-operative ed- 
ucational scheme. In Cinginnati, for 
instance, the student works a week in 
the shop he is employed at and then 
goes to school for a 
which time -his employer pays 
Wages at the same rate as if he was 
in the shop. The teachers too, visit 
the factories so that the mathematics 
and other studies taught will be close: 
ly related to the particular work the 
student is following. No Irrelevant 
matter is taught. 


Dr. Robertson then proceeded to 
give examples of what Edinburgh, 


Scotland, is do:ng and in comparison 
showed how far Canada is behind in 
the matter of technical education. Ed- 
Inburgh has a population of 360,000. 
At the evening continuation classes 
10,000 :yourtg people are attending and 
learning the eighteen different trades 
taught there. . 

Ejght per cent of the pupils at 
these schools are youths who went 
Straight from the public school, the 
fees of which are so nominal that they 
are within the reach of the very 
poorest, 

The cost of the upkeep of the class- 
es last year was about $75,000. of 
this amount the fees of the students 
paid seven per cent of.the cost, the 
Imperial government sixty per cent. 
and the ratepayers of the city the bal- 
ance, No one !s compelled to at- 
tend the clase. The movement start- 
ed seven years ago and Dr. Robert- 
son declared that when future genera- 
tions look back in history they will 
pick this work out as the dawn of a 
new ern, He put the value of such 
education plainly before the conven- 
tion. 

The report of the railroad and the 
transportation committees dealt with 
every clagsification of freight. bag- 
gage and transportation, Most of 
the material in the report of the com- 
mittees has been called to the atten- 
tion of the railway commission such 
as freight rates, size of baggage, etc. 

During a brief discussion which fol- 
lowed the reading of the report R. D. 
Fairbairn, of Toronto, head of the 
Fairbairn Scale Co., charged the rail- 
roads with peing over zealous to boost 
the rates. 

The rates to the west, he said, are 
based on one way only. It is a well 
known fact that it costs as much to 
send goods to, say Saskatoon or any 


| other place in the west, from the east, 


as it does to Australia. The rail- 
roads can carry freight at a good deal 
less rate than at present. The sole 
object of railroad ‘companies seems 
to be to increase their rates all along 
the line. 

I tell you, gentlemen, declared Mr. 
Fairbairn, with vehemence, transport- 
ation is a much more important sub- 
fect to Canada justi now than the tar- 
iff question. The tariff in many 
cases is not a factor at all, The Do- 
minion government should carry the 
Intercolonial railroad through to the 
coast.

No Benefit From War 
Belgrade, Servia.—No benefit could 
be obtained by the Balkan nations 
from a war with Turkey, according to 
a declaration said to have been made 
by the diplomatic representatives of 
Great Britain, France and Russia dur- 


}ing a call at the Servian foreign of- 


fice, 

The Stampa is the authority for the 
report of the foreign diplomat’s action 
and it adds that the powers at the 
same time expressed their intention 
of inducing Turkey to introduce early 
reforms in Macedonia. 

In spite of the official denials that 
there is any prospect of hostilities, 
the Servian’ war office continues to 


purchase large quantities of food sup- 
plies.
